Around his head is the nimbus, or glory. The group of the 
blessed, to the right, consists of thirteen figures, of whom four are 
rather the recipients of mercy and charity, than the doers of good 
works. The other nine figures, by their occupation, seem to have 
been selected from the corporal and spiritual works of mercy— 
feeding the hungry, clothing the naked, visiting and ransoming 
the captive, harbouring the houseless, tending the sick, converting 
the sinner, instructing the ignorant, comforting the sorrowful, and 
praying for all men. At the extreme right in the foreground is 
a man, whose features are “sicklied o’er with the pale cast of 
thought,” teaching an intelligent child, from the scriptures. Over 
the instructor’s left shoulder are two kneeling female figures: the 
nearest has her hands clasped in prayer. The further one is 
apparently a Sister of Charity. In front of these is a female figure 
clasping to her bosom a child. A pair, male and female, are 
relieving the wants of an aged, hungry, and naked man, lying in 
the background; the male figure is covering him with a robe, the 
female is giving him a loaf. Behind the instructor is a venerable 
man, staunching the wounds and supporting the limbs of a sink¬ 
ing and dying youth. Still further off stands a fine vigorous old 
man, with an axe over his shoulder,—as typical of a large class of 
humble but devout servants of God. The remotest figure is that 
of a young man, who holds a drawn sword in one hand, and 
a broken chain in the other, as if he had “laid the oppressor 
low,” and “ set the captive free.” — The artist seems to have felt 
that the transition from this group to the opposite one would be 
too great, without an intermediate step; and accordingly we have 
the three kneeling figures in the foreground, at the feet of Christ. 
The first, a penitent sinner, suggests the idea of a Magdalen. 
Next is a youthful man, prematurely old from suffering and 
remorse; suggesting the idea of the Prodigal Son returning to his 
Father. A more manly form, in the prime of life, yet still 
with features expressing deep contrition and seeking pardon, may 
be a type of those who, having, like Peter, in some moment of 
moral cowardice, denied their Master, have ever since repented, 
weeping bitterly. On the left are seven figures, intended to per¬ 
sonify the seven deadly sins.
